NEW YORK (NANA)—The docks of Pago Pago 
harbor were crowded as the boat that would take me 
to Apia, on British Samoa, approached. After having 
crawled 6,400 miles the Pacific on a, raft 
covering only a few miles during many of the 115 
days, I was now starting a much longer journey that 
would be ended when my plane landed in New York 
in less than a week
